It is the fashion to picture the pres- 
ident as being fought 
guard of his party in the senate; but 
unless the reports appearing in 
Strong Roosevelt papers at the north 
are entirely wrong, the present clash 
is not an alignment of senators 
against Mr. Roosevelt, but a fight by 
the president upon senators who are 
recognized as republican leaders. 

Neither in the senate nor in the 
house has the old guard failed to sup- 
port the president’s policies. The 
present revolt of house republicans 
against his Philippines and statehood 
programmes comes almost entirely 
from Speaker Cannon, Chairman 
Payne, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, Mr. Dalzell, Mr. Grosvenor 


Stand-pat element, and this in spite 
of the fact that to favor even this 
form of tariff reduction these gentle- 
men have to swallow some very un: 
pieasant doses in the shane of their 
respective records. The men who 
are opposing the president’s pro: 
gramme in this matter are, as a rule, 
the younger element of the party— 
men upon whom the president had 
counted for support of all his poli 
cies. 

Unless the situation is being mis- 
represented by newspapers’. which 
have always been most friendly to 
Mr. Roosevelt, his attitude toward 
this opposition is not helping along 
the cause of party peace. The presi- 
dent may be a peace-maker when it 
comes to international strife, but he 
has never followed peace methods in 
party matters in which he is inter 
ested. He is a fighter, as many an 
opponent has found to his sorrow in 
the past. 

But there is a time to pacify as 
well as a time to fight, and it does 
not seem to be helping matters for 
the president to be throwing out in- 
sinuations that one member is infiu- 
enced in his position by money; or to 
be expressing regret at having giver 
patronage to one member because, 
forsooth, that member essays to vote 
for what he believes to be the inter- 
est of his beet sugar constituency; 
or to be threatening the republican 
members from another _ state that 
they shall have no patronage unless 
they follow presidential dictation as 
to legislation. | 

Nor is it calculated to help things 
at the senate end of the big capitot 
when One prominent republican sen 
ator learns that he has been called 
fan idiot or a fool in the inner sanc- 
tum of the white house; or for an- 
other, who has ever stood as an ad- 
ministration defender, to learn that 
his assumption of the right to follow 
his convictions on a matter of public 
policy has called forth sneering ref- 
erences to his alleged disappointment 
Over patronage; or for another to 
learn that he has peen pilloried as 
worse than a crook. 

This is entirely a family row, it 
is true, but democrats have an inter- 
‘est in it. From the. standpoint of 
party they are interested in a pros- 
pective split in the ranks of the ere- 
my which holds out hopes of a dem- 


From the standpoint of citizens they 
are interested because they fear some 
very important measures may be sac- 
rificed upon the altar of republican 
strife. 

The country at large hopes for leg- 
islation which will cure all the ex- 
isting rate evils. There can be no 
questioning the fact that .very many 
republicans are only half-hearted in 
their support of such legislation, but 
nobody questions the sincerity of 
President Roosevelt. It is entirely 
possible, however, that he may nega- 
tive and nullify all his efforts by 
precipitating a conflict which would 
result in splitting his party and giv- 
ing a strong element in it an excus2 
for defeating any legislation with 
which his administration is identified. 

However much from a purely party 
standpoint democrats might like to

see such republican strife, the enact- 
ment of proper rate legislation is of 
far more importance than any tem- 
porary party advantage. 

It is to be hoped the President will 
realize that this is a good time to put 
away the big stick and cail in the 
dove of peace.

Any of these suggestions would as 
sist materially, and we are anxious to 
‘See the genial secretary succeed in 
his heroic campaign. 

That Boycott No Joke. 

The American public should not 

forget, and it should not permit con. 
gress to forget, the imperative ne- 
cessity for adopting some decisive 
‘measures regarding the Chinese boy- 
‘cott on American goods during the 
current session. Several policies of 
\urgent importance to the people are 
‘already under consideration, it is 
‘true; but they should not be allowed 
‘to obscure an issue already obvious 
‘in its harmful possibilities. 
It would, undoubtedly, be very for- 
tunate if we could soothe ourselves 
|with the belief that through some 
‘mysterious policy of evasion or di- 
‘plomacy the Chinese could be hyp- 
inotized into overlooking their rights 
in the premises, and letting down the 
bars to all American products. No 
such happy and one-sided arrange- 
ment seems possible. The Chinese 
officials have evinced a _ willingness 
to meet us’ half-way in the matter 
of reforming the exclusion laws, but 
they reserve the right to use all of 
the boycotting machinery at their 
command unless this government per- 
mits the entry into this country of 
high-easte, professional citizens of 
that nation. 

The gravity of the situation and 
the ability of the Celestial merchants 
to enforce a very rigid exclusion, 
have not been exaggerated. William 
E. Curtis, in The Chicago Record- 
Herald, shows up the present and the 
probable future status in the follow- 
ing terms: 

The boycott is getting worse and worse. 
People who have reecntly arrived from 
China and letters which have been. re- 
ceived from there all tell (he same story 
that there is practically an embargo 
against imports from the United States, 
and that the ‘‘godowns,’’ or warehouses, 
of importing merchants are filled with 
American goods which they are not able 
to sell. There is no doubt that the Chi- 
nese government and the several viceroys 
have done their ‘best to prevent discrim- 
ination against American interests, but 
in every case they have simply asked for 
a suspension of hostilities until the Amer- 
ican congress could have a chance to 
modify the exclusion law. When con- 
gress adjourns without hang done any- 
thing in that direction the boycott will 
be renewed with the permission, if not 
with the approval and encouragement, of 
the government. The officials at Pekin 
have informed Mr. Rockhill that they are 
powerless to control the action of the 
merchants of their country; they cannot 
compel them to buy their goods in Amer- 
ica or any. other country, nor are they 
able to allay public prejudice; that the 
only remedy for the boycott Hes in the 
congress of. the United States, which 
might exercise some restraining influ- 
ence or concillate Chinese people by 
friendly legislation. But they warn Mr. 
Rockhill that unless our congress does 
something toward modifying the exclu- 
sion law the anti-American movement 
will be beyond their control. 

It is apparent from the statements 
of this reliable authority that the 
‘Chinese government, while ostensibly 
‘giving the promoters of the boycott 
‘no official encouragement, is never- 
theless sanctioning their procedure 
‘with a sort of. quasi-mgral support. 
‘which is most effectual—especially 
when reinforced by the patent hesita- 
tion of our own government, 

In his last message President 
Roosevelt dealt incisively with this 
very imminent problem, pointing out 
that none save coolies and laborers 
should be excluded from our shores. 
This stipulation seemingly met. the 
approval of all patriotic and thougnht- 
ful Americans, since it removed the 
main source of grievance held by the 
Chinese government, while working 
no injustice to the substantial inter- 
ests of our own country. Mr. Curtis 
asserts that an arrangement of this 
nature would have been speedily ac- 
cepted by the authorities at Pekin, 
and the menace to our Chinese trade 
straightway removed. Secretary Met 
‘calf, it is charged, insisted on an 
amendment providing that the _ per- 
sons or professions exempt from the 
operation of the exclusion laws 
should be specified. This amendment 
was rejected by China, the negotia- 
tions came to a pause and the boy- 
cott continued to flourish: 

The issue affects all sections of the 
United States, threatening the flour 
|exports of the west, the iron of the 
‘east and the cotton exports of the 
/south in equal degree. In the mean 
pene other foreign nations are going 
isteadily ahead in their programme of 
‘taking advantage of the opening Far 
Eastern door. American manufactur- 
ers, with incomparably superior 
equipment and resources, find them- 
selves badly hampered in this criti- 
‘eal phase of the commercial history 
‘of the nation. A way has been shown 
to heal the breach, at its very incep 
tion, without the slightest injustice 
to our home interests. Its healing 18 
contingent upon the action of con- 
gress during the next few months.

Skilled in all the essential brancheg of 
industrial work, while, at the same time, 
acquiring a regular academic education. 

-t is through the ceaseless activity of 
Mr. Gibson, who is the author of this 
scheme for the industrial training of the 
Columbug youth, that $50,000 has been 
raised by subscription from friends of 
the Columbus schools at home and else- 
where, and the city Is now ready to be- 
gin work on the first of a series of 
buildings constituting a large and splen- 
didly equipped industrial-educationa] 
plant to be erected on the grounds given 
by Mr. Gunby Jordan, that strong friend 
of efucation in Columb.s. 

It is proposed to put the entire $50,000 
into one two-story brick building, equip- 
ping it with the most modern and scien- 
tific apparatus, thus securing a school 
adequate for the present and future 
needs of a growing city, and, at the 
same time, reserving space for the erec- 
tion of other similar buildings when the 
industrial life of Columbus shall de- 
mand it. 

These buildings are to be of similar 
construction and are to form a quad- 
rangle around an open ornamental court. 
They are to have a central heating plant 
and the best that modern science has to 
offer in the way of lighting, sanitation 
and appliances, They -will contain tn ad- 
dition to the regular class rooms for in- 
struction in academic and industrial work 
an assembly hall, library, office, infor- 
mation room, reading rooms, physical and 
chemical laboratories, etc. 

Reference is made to these plans be- 
cause the originator and active force is 
found in Mr. Gibson, He possesses to a 
remarkable degree that rare combination 
of talents, great intelligence with erudi- 
tion and executive ability. The learned 
man is rarely a man of affairs. 

It will be noticed by any one interested 
in the educational progress of tBe state 
and observant of the development in that 
line of her various cities that the work 
done in Columbus has been conspicuous 
in its practicality and sanity, its suc- 
cessful effort *o correlate the work of 
the schools with actual life, to fit the 
pupils for the world of business and re- 
munerative service in the various fields 
of honorable endeavor to which they 
must eventually come. It is in this particu. 
lar feature of educational work that Mr. 
Gibson's influence has been most potent 
for good, and to him in a greater measure 
than to any other one man, does Colum- 
bus owe the advancement and efficiency 
of her schools. He is a tireless worker, 
an enthusiastic student of all educational 
questions, and still a man who under- 
stands the business world around him. 

With a president of her board of trus- 
tees, like Mr. Gunby Jordan, 
superintendent such as is Mr, Gibson, 
to even greater successes than her flat- 


and such work are prophetic of thar bet- 
ter day when we are no longer confront- 
ed with the menacing problem of an
